However, applicant did not provide "identification of the claims encompassing the elected 
invention" as required in paragraph 10 of the Office action mailed 2/24/2006. Accordingly, this species election is incomplete, and 
the response filed 4/20/2006 is considered not fully responsive to the prior Office Action mailed 2/24/2006. See 37 CFR 1.111.
